GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G- J7-J 3S 

AN ORDINANCE further defining the 
Home Rule powers of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana. 

WHEREAS, this Council previously passed a Home Rule 
Ordinance noted as General Ordinance Number G-23-83, as amended; 

WHEREAS, under said Ordinance the City stated its in¬ 
tentions to possess and utilize all powers as granted to it by 
Title 36 of the Indiana Code; 

WHEREAS, Section 6 of the Home Rule Ordinance states 
that the City would enact, from time to time, additional ordi¬ 
nances refining various procedures of City government; 

WHEREAS, this Ordinance is not intended by way of limi¬ 
tations but rather is an ordinance intended to clarify prodecures 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. The City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, is hereby 
given full and complete authority to make any and all investments 
of public funds, as allowed by law. In that regard the City 
Controller is authorized, as provided by State statute, to manage 
all City funds and to make investments hereof, as deemed necessary 
pursuant to all applicable law. 

SECITON 2. That this Ordinance is not intended nor is 
it enacted to suggest that the City has not had investment powers 
but rather this Ordinance is an "updated" local codification of 
such powers and is passed pursuant to I.C. 5-13-1 et seq. 

SECITON 3. The City hereby reaffirms its vacation and 
paid sick time policies, as contained in the City's Policy Manual 
Numbers 6.5 and 6.6 thereof. Provided, however, and not with¬ 
standing anything in the Policy Manual to the contrary, accrued 
(but not used) vacation time shall not be "cashed out" prior

prior to termination of an employee. Furthermore, pay will not 
be given to an employee (except in the case of termination) in 
lieu of taking a vacation. 

SECTION 4. That this Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 
approval by the Mayor.
